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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. 
On pages 2-7 of the Remarks, the Applicants argue that Kahn does not disclose "an image wise pattern of light." 
The Examiner must again respectfully disagree. Kahn expressly discloses writing patterns on the liquid crystal with light. Applicants are 
specifically pointed to column 6, lines 18-19 which state, "this enables faster writing of bright patterns on dark backgrounds" (emphasis 
added). Additionally, the Applicants are directed to column 2, lines 31-40 which states in part that the LCD is "'drawn' on by a laser beam to 
create an image." Even if Kahn's light is solely for creating a background image, which the Examiner does not admit, Kahn has disclosed of 
this additional laser light source that forms a image wise thermal pattern in response to an image wise pattern of light. In short, Kahn 
discloses the clearing and writing of an image with a thermo-optic medium. Therefore it seems clear that Kahn discloses image wise 
patterns of light to form an image wise thermal pattern.. 
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
